wt1  7maSt  YlStl^f7^as  a  tribute  of  respect  to  the  memory 
.  4-k-T  Pillot,  one  of  the  oldest  cotton  merchants 

in  this  city,  and  at  one  time  a  very  wealthy  and  prominent 
merchant  and  banker.  Mr.  Pillot  was  born  in  France  in  1796 
and  was  therefore  in  his  eighty-fourth  year  at  the  time  of  his 
death.  He  was  a  soldier  under  Napoleon,  and  served  in  two 
campaigns  as  a  corporal  in  the  army  of  the  great  commander. 

He  came  to  this  country  about  forty  years  ago  and  settled  at 
Charleston,  S.C.,  where  he  subsequently  embarked  in  the  cotton 
business.  About  five  years  afterward  Mr.  Pillot  removed  to 
New  York  and  assisted  in  the  establishment  of  the  house  of 
Pillot  & La  Barbie,  bankers,  merchants  and  dealers  in  exchange, 
at  No.  67  Beaver  Street.  The  firm  was  very  successful  and 
became  wealthy  and  prominent  in  the  business  of  controlling 
consignments  of  cotton  by  accepting  the  bills  of  Southern 
shippers.  They  were  among  the  first  to  establish  the  cotton 
trade  between  New  York,  Liverpool  and  Havre.  The  firm  remained 
in  business  for  many  years,  and  after  dissolution  Mr.  Pillot 
continued  to  trade  for  his  ovn  account.  After  a  short  time, 
however,  he  took  his  two  eldest  sons  into  partnership  with  him. 
the  style  of  the  firm  being  A.  P.  Pillot  &  Sons.  Mr.  Pillot 
became  one  of  the  wealthiest  merchants  in  New  York  and  purchased 
a  tract  of  140  acres  of  very  valuable  land  near  Orange,  N.J., 
where  he  built  significant  seat.  His  park  and  gardens,  and 
the  embellishments' of  his  house  and  grounds,  made  his  place  one 
of  the  finest  in  this  part  of  the  country.  Mr.  Pillot  enter¬ 
tained  handsomely  and  his  wine  cellar  became  famous  for  his 
choice  selection.  He  was  highly  respected  among  his  business 
associates.  He  was  for  many  years  a  director  of  the  Bank  of 
America  and  ex-trustee  of  the  Atlantic  Mutual  Insurance 
Company. 


At  the  close  of  the  late  war  Mr.  Pillot,  like  many  others, 
was  ruined  by  the  sudden  decline  in  cotton.  His  business  was 
swept  away,  and  within  a  few  months  he  lost  over  $500,000.  He 
never  recovered,  commercially,  from  the  effects  of  the  failure. 
He  has  carried  on  business  since,  however,  with  one  of  his  sons, 
at  No.  92  Exchange  Place,  in  a  comparatively  small  way.  His 
creditors  and  business  friends  had  such  respect  for  him  that  he 
was  enabled  to  live  at  his  handsome  seat,  in  Orange,  with  his 
wife  and  daughter ,  and  it  was  here  that  his  death  occurred  on 
Saturday.  His  widow  and  four  children  survive  him  -  three  sons 
and  a  daughter.  His  eldest  son  married  the  granddaughter  of 
Peter  Stuyvesant,  and  one  of  his  daughters  -  now  deceased  -  was 
tiie  wife  of  Mr.  Paul  Ihebaud,  of  the  importing  house  of  The baud 
Brothers,  of  Broad  Street.

Both'  of  these  contain  the  names  of  a  lot  ofthe 
Erwin  Samily,  but  it  is  a  curious  fact  that  the  name  is 
spelled  in  four  different  ways,  namely  Arwine,  Erwin, 
Irvine  and  Irwin.  The  names  and  occupations  are  given, 
and  it  is  a  curious  fact  that  all  the  James  and  Johns 
are  caa^penters  while  the  Roberts  a>-d  ’/.'illiams  are  given 
as  "Gentleman.  Evidently  therefore,  in  looking  up  the 
history  of  the  family  it  will  be  necessary  to  look  for 
the  name  spelled  in  all  these  various  ways.

He  was  the  first  postmaster,  and  I  think 
was  in  all  probability  my  Grandfathers  father,  as  I  know 
his  name  was  Joseph,  and  I , think  he  came  from  Bucks  to 
Montgomery  County.
